The State Highway Commis- 
sion will open bids Dec, 14 for 
aix projects. These include 4.6 


miles of highway relocation in th 


the towns of Wilton and Jay, 
bypassing congested down- 
town Wilton; nearly three 
miles in Paris on Route 26; 
construction of the Lubec-Cam- 
pobella Island International 
Bridge; and three signing pro- 
jects on the Interstate controll- 
ed access highway in the Port- 
land ares, 

In Paris, the project calls for 
the reconstruction of a section 
of Route 26 (Park Street) be- 
ginning at its junction with 
Porter Street and extending 
northerly a little less than 3 
miles.
